Germans Barred from Dis- 
cussion'at Genoa 

Details of Their Reply to the 
Allies 


U. S. Navy Invited to Send

Genoa, April 21.—The German 
reply to the Allied ultimatum acr 
cents the condition that the German 
delegates be barred from participat¬ 
ing in the further discussions of tlie 
Russian question by the Genoa Con¬ 
ference, the Russo-German treaty 
signed at Rupallo being allowed to 
stand. 

Arrangements were made to pre¬ 
sent the. note at noon to-day to 
Premier Facta of Itnly, as President 
of the conference, anti also ns the 
first signer of the protest received 
by the Germans. 

“Painful Surprise.” 

The German note is longer than 
that from the Allies, nnd begins by 
acknowledging “with painful sur¬ 
prise" the protest received, which is 
considered undeserved. The note 
then repeats what Dr. Rathenau.

"You have a concrete case, and if 
you come out to fight this case you 
will win it,” declared Mr. Higgins. 

A Point of Law. 

Mr. Higgins said there would be 
no difficulty in proving the specific 
case of discrimination, and therefore I 
he asserted the order of the Police 
Commissioners must fall to the 
ground from sheer inability to prose¬ 
cute owing to the Attorney-General’s 
promise that no fiat would he granted 
if there was any instance of dis-' 
crimination. He claimed also that 
tho Lord’s Day Act was not applic¬ 
able to Vancouver Island.

The German reply 
accepts the Allied proposal that the Germans take no further part 
in the negotiations between the Allies and the Russians, hut the 
reply does not modify the effectiveness of the Russo-German 
treaty. 

The Russian reply accepts the Allied proposal for the payment 
of Russia's debts due to foreigners and I he restoration of foreign 
property nationalized by Russia, in case the Soviet regime is 
granted full recognition by the Allied Governments and is given 
adequate financial assistance.

The sub-commission of ten mem¬ 
bers on Russian affairs, Germany 
now being eliminated, met the Rus¬ 
sian delegates this afternoon and in¬ 
formed them that their reply was 
satisfactory as a basis for discussion. 
“Adequate” Help. 

Genoa, April 21.—If the Russians 
are granted recognition de jure and 
adequate financial help, they state in 
their reply submitted to tho Entente 
to-day. they are willing to admit 
Russia’s war and pre-war debts, 
waive their counter-claims and re¬ 
store the use qf nationalized prop¬ 
erty -to its former owners or satisfy 
the claims of foreigners in cases 
where the property can not be re¬ 
stored. 

The clause of the Russian reply re¬ 
lating to the restoration of national¬ 
ized property to foreigners says: 

“The Russian Government would 
be willing to restore to its former 
owners the use of property national¬ 
ized or withheld, or where this is im¬ 
possible, then to satisfy the just 
Claims of the former owners.” 

No Compensation. 

As justifying their contention that 
the Allies could not as a matter of 
right demand compensation for prop¬ 
erty, the Russians cite the abolition 
; of slavery in the United States, where 
neither Americans nor foreigners 
j were compensated. 


Fifty Hurt in Town Near Los 
Angeles 

Underground Oil Storage 


Los Angeles, April 21.—Probably 
fifty people were Injured, a number 
of them fatally, when an oil station 
at Fourth and Crawford Streets 
caught fire at Dowffey to-day and 
the‘fire reached the underground 
storage tanks, causing them to ex¬ 
plode with great force, throwing de¬ 
bris many feet. 

Downey is a small town about 
fifteen miles southeast of Los An¬ 
geles and its lire and police facili¬ 
ties were so small that It was neces¬ 
sary to call on the sheriff here to 
take charge of the policing and on 
city hospitals to take care of the 
injured. Men and ambulances were 
pent from the city immediately.

Concluded. 

At a»certain moment, perhaps, 
through misunderstanding the Ger¬ 
man delegation received the impres¬ 
sion that-the Allies were about to 
conclude an agreement with the Rus¬ 
sians. therefore the Russo-German 
negotiations were resumed and re¬ 
sisted in the signing of the treaty 
at Rapallo Easter Sunday. 

Tne German delegation believes 
that this treaty does not violate the 
spirit of the conference, and indeed 
contributes tor ' its supreme aim—

Rome, April 21. — James Henry 
Thomas, the British Labor Leader, 
speaking before the congress of the 
Amsterdam Internationale here yes¬ 
terday, declared strongly for dis¬ 
armament of the nations. 

“Disarmament,” he said, “is one of 
the most important steps for the na¬ 
tions of Europe. 

“Militarism dominates Europe to¬ 
day; it is one of the consflfCiences of 
the war. We long for a peace in 
which there are no vicious states 
who exploit the conquered. We wish 
no slavery or reparations. It is hor- 
rible to think that while the wealth 
of states is devoured for military ex¬ 
penses. there are millions of work¬ 
men idle and millions of women and 
children without bread. 

"The. Russians have pursued under 
the Red banner an anti-democratic 
policy. They call uli traitors and 
'yellow/ but we have sent millions in 
succor to feed the starving and clothe 
the naked. We are now’ even dis¬ 
posed to accept representatives of 
the Russian proletariat who are not 
true representatives, but they can not 
be functionaries appointed by the 
soviets. 

“We are the true and only repre¬ 
sentatives of the proletariat; we are 
able to do our entire duty for tne 
working class.”

It can be taken for granted 
that Dr. Shortt will proceed 
with his inquiry in his own way, 
and with a view to eliciting such 
information as he deems neces¬ 
sary to his purpose of prescrib¬ 
ing a remedy for Victoria’s 
financial ills. Incidentally it 
might be worth remembering 
that this fair city is not exactly 
unknown territory to Dr. Shortt, 
who has been here on business 
and pleasure quite frequently. 
Ilis investigation of the situ¬ 
ation relating to the British Co¬ 
lumbia Electric Railway Com¬ 
pany and the municipality gave 
him some acquaintance with gen¬ 
eral conditions. He also was 
here, we think during the 
“boom" years. Enough said. 

DOING IT THOROUGHLY. 

Some idea of the methods 
which the United States is em¬ 
ploying to combat tuberculosis 
may be gathered from the re¬ 
port of an experiment conducted 
at Framingham, Mass. In the 
general plan to i ascertain 
whether the disease could be 
banished from a city by massed 
action were included the intro¬ 
duction of physicians into the 
factories, the opening of dispen¬ 
saries. the use of visiting nurses, 
and the' examination of almost 
every one of the eighteen thou¬ 
sand inhabitants. Among the 
interesting data and results 
which this procedure produced 
were the following: 

1. Orn* per cent, of the inhabi¬ 
tants had active tuberculosis. 

2. jAnother 1 per cent, had in¬ 
active pulmonary tuberculosis. 

3. That the death rate from 
this disease was reduced from 
120 per 100,000 living inhabitants 
to SO. 

4. That before the demonstra¬ 
tion started, 13 cases of tuber¬ 
culosis ' were reported to the | 
Board of Health each year, j 
w hereas now 43 were discovered 
early* each year. 

In referring to these statistics 
iu an address delivered before 
the Arizona Tuberculosis Asso¬ 
ciation Dr. Gerald B. Webb 
pointed out that it was safe to 
assume that there arc at least 
two million consumptives in the 
United [States. On a similar 
basis nf reckoning it is not dif¬ 
ficult, to arrive at the tuberculous 
population of any city in this] 
country. But the fact remains 
that until the people who have 
not suffered with tuberculosis, 
ami have not come into direct as¬ 
sociation with it, are aroused to 
their own danger of contraction 
through woefully inadequate 
preventive methods it will not 
be possible to conquer the dis¬ 
ease in this or any other country. 

Dr. Webb puts it this way: 

I have noted that the people 
who give most generously to this 
campaign are those who them¬ 
selves have suffered directly or 
indirectly from the ’’disease. It 
would seem that those who have 
not suffered should be the most 
generous in gratitude for having 
escaped such disaster!

Caused Delay to. Freighter 
^ at Vancouver 


Five Hundred Passengers 
Carried by Outbound Ship 


Cre.w troubles delayed the Java- 
Pacific freighter Simaloer at Van¬ 
couver. but the ship finally got away 
from the mainland last night and put 
to sea from this port at 7.30 o'clock 
this morning, bound fur the Orient^ 

Manuel. Filipino comprador-stew¬ 
ard, and secretary of a labor union at 
Manila, appeared to be the chief 
cause of the trouble. Here is the 
Vancouver interpretation of the in¬ 
cident : 

"It appears that Manuel undertook 
to feed the crew for. $800 a month. 
They dined well on canned goods, 
fresh eggs, fresh meat and other 
food.

Meantime the crew, 
having heard that Manuel planned 
to leave the ship here, and fearing 
they would be taken to sea without 
food, raised objections and demand¬ 
ed assurances of “grub.” They re¬ 
fused to sail until satisfied.

Tlie city's newest Johnson Street 
bridge problem -how to finance the! 
completion of the harbor viaduct— r 
remained as far from solution as 
ever to-day' when the civic author¬ 
ities appealed to the Provincial 
Government to help them out of their 
difficulties. 

Before writing to Premier Oliver 
to ask him to increase the original 
Johnson Street bridge by-law loan 
by $110,000, Mayor Marchant to-day 
conferred with representatives of. 
the Canadian Bridge Company, which- 
will be awarded the bridge contract, 
provided the city secures the money 
necessary to complete the work. It 
was learned during the morning that 
the Canadian Bridge Company wants 
to know where It stands right away 
so that it can start making arrange¬ 
ments for completing the bridge pro¬ 
ject. It is understood that the com¬ 
pany's low tender on the bridge 
work was dependent upon steel 
prices, whleh are expected to mount 
in the near future. For this reason 
the company does not want any fur¬ 
ther delay to occur. 

The city hopes to receive an answer 
to its request to the Premier during 
the next day or two so that a definite 
answer may' be given to the Bridge 
Company. As Premier Oliver Is on 
the Mainland now, however, it Is not 
expected that an answer will be re¬ 
ceived for some days. 

New By-Law Possible. 

If the Government refuses to in¬ 
crease the bridge loan the city will 
have to find some other method of 
financing the remaining bridge work. 
Either a new by-law’ will be sub¬ 
mitted to the electors or the neces¬ 
sary money will be spent out of cur¬ 
rent revenue over a period of three 
years, as proposed by the Mayor. 

The Mayor to-day instructed offi¬ 
cials of the Engineering Department 
t«- prepare figures showing exactly 
what money is required and in what 
leapects the present costs exceed the 
costs fixed by the original estimate.

At the 
opening of the Fall term of 19J1, 
6.228 pupils registered, so that only

professional golf, but Abe Mitchell 
took it in an easy stride. Indeed 
there has never been a player who 
has found his feet so quickly among 
the leaders of the game. He was 
aimost made when he arrived. 

Of course, he has improved tre¬ 
mendously in the meantime, but no 
doubt he would admit that the game 
to-day gives him more trouble than 
ever before. He feels his responsi¬ 
bilities; he has a reputation to keep 
i*p. The golfer is never free from 
trials, even on the day of his tri¬ 
umphs. 

Two Mitchells. 

Mitchell served with the big guns 
in France, and that was not a good 
preparation for a golfing career 
When he returned to civil life the 
first thing he did was to lose hi* 
complete set of clubs. But whilst 
he soon got together another bag, it 
is thought Ms war service has left 
its mark on his nervous constitution 

There are two Mitchells in golf 
One, like the rest of us, is easily wor¬ 
ried and made fretful when out with 
a card and pencil, marking down 
every stroke as evidence of his im¬ 
perfections; The other is a giant in 
courage and bigness of heart. When 
he has an opponent to tight he is 
merciless. He leaves thorn yards be¬ 
hind from the tee, and he putts as 
if he did not know what it was to be 
timid. 

Black Marks. 

Like most golfers, Mitchell has 
something to live down, and the 
worst of it is that one’s misdeeds on 
the links make such a deep impres¬ 
sion that only time can erase them 
There was that disaster at West¬ 
ward Ho! in 1912, when, after finish¬ 
ing all square with John Ball, in the 
final of the Amateur Championship 
he topped his drive to„the first extra 
hole into a ditch. Then, in 1920 
came his melancholy experience in 
the Open Championship, at Deal 
when he collapsed as a golfer never 
did before, and allowed George Dun* 
can to run off with the prize. 

Another black mark was scored 
against him in the American cham¬ 
pionship, last year, when, worn out 
by the terrific heat, and distressed 
by the contrariness of the ball in 
refusing to run the right way. he 
suddenly retired from the event 
Mitchell will recover from these un¬ 
happy setbacks, but he will require 
time in which to forget. Meanwhile 
he should reflect that no golfer has 
achieved more fame In such a short 
time, and that his friend Duncan 
had to struggle twice as long before 
he won the championship.

Abe Mitchell has always 
golfing mystery- Whut is 
makes him the'biggest hitter that the 
game has known? He is tall and 
powerful, but other players have all 
his strength, and more, without be¬ 
ing able to propel the ball so far 
Mitchell himself cannot reveal the 
secret. All he knows is that he hits| 
hard and—well, the ball flies as far! 
as it does. 

Mitchell first started golf when 
he competed in the Amateur Cham¬ 
pionship, at Hoylake, in. 1910. He 
arrived unhonored and unsung but 
it was not long before the whole army 
of players and spectators were talk¬ 
ing about his prodigious hitting 
About lunch-time, on the first day 
a competitor went into the club¬ 
house of the Royal Liverpool club, 
and announced to those assembled 
|n the smoke-room: "I say, there is 
a fellow out there hitting the ball 
farther than It has ever been hit 
before!’’ 

There was a rush to «ee this giant, 
ns one imagined him to be. for, like 
the fisherman, the golfer is apt to 
exaggerate. 

Another Gardener. 

But it waa not long before the 
whole course was talking about fhls 
gardener from Forest Row, Sussex 
for it true that, even in those 

days, Mitchell could outdistance all 
his amateur rivals. 

That year, at Iloylake, Mitchell 
reached the semi-final, where he met 
the awe-inspiring John Ball on his 
own course, and was defeated. Three 
years later, Mitchell and Ball were 
the finalists, at Westward Ho! and 
again the veteran was successful. It 
was at the end of this season thai 
Abe became a professional. 

As a youth, Mitchell “was employed 
as a gardener by Mr. Horace Hutton- 
inson, the winner of the first official 
Amateur Championship, and it was 
part of his duties to draw many gal¬ 
lons of water from a well. 

Good Wrists and Back. 

The story runs that It was this 
work which developed the muscle* 
of his back and wrists.

From every corner of the retail mar¬ 
ket is heard the remark that butter is 
due for its historical year as far as 
shortage- and quotations are concerned. 
Never before in the history of the local 
retail market lias the stock been so low 
and prices so high. In regard to quota¬ 
tions, the prices were higher during the 
war, but this was not through short¬ 
age. 

No authentic reports* could be an¬ 
nounced to-day regarding the future 1 
of the fiairy section, the only news be- I 
ing received was that the Praire farm- | 
ers will not be able to put their cows to ! 
pasture until the end of the month, | 
which is the latest date yet known for , 
that occurrence. 

It is evident that the prolonged and 
extremely cold Winter is the cause of | 
this unexpected development in butter | 
prices, which were expected to drop fol- , 
lowing the Easter holidays. 

The shortage is not only felt in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, but reports show that as 
far east as New York and south as San 
Francisco the butter situation is being 
dealt with In a conservative manner. 
Wholesalers are not so generous in their 
supplies to the retailers. Unwelcome 
news was also received when announce¬ 
ments were made that no more New 
Zealand shipments would be received on 
this side of the Pacific during (his sea¬ 
son. 

The Antipodean product has been a 
great asset this season in keeping the 
butter market in a buoyant condition. 
Statements received this morning from 

leading retail firm lead buyers to be¬ 
lieve that the end of the month will 
show a more encouraging prospect, as 
by this time the prairie provinces will 
be shipping butter. 

It is interesting to note that tne New 
Zealand butter still holds a lower rate, 
despite the fact that the consignments 
have stopped. Our Own Brand hutter 
was qttoted at 50c, being a slight ad - 
vartce over the previous quotation. The 
entire stock is expected to be cleaned 
out at the end of Saturday.

am relieved of that burden immedi¬ 
ately the new party comes Into exist¬ 
ence." 

Not Asking Sympathy. 

Mr. Bowser also said: 

"During recent days there has been 
discussion on the street and in the 
press as to nty position as leader of 
the Provincial Conservative party. I 
am not here to ksk sympathy or 
make any defence of my course* in 
that office. I have tried to follow 
a dignified and consistent course as 
befits the position and the party I 
lead. I have doubtless made mis¬ 
takes, and I am open to the criticism 
of my friends—I always am certain 
of criticism from our political ene¬ 
mies. 1 regret that I cannot see eye 
to eye with my Kamloops friends. I 
think my reply to that request is a 
fair course for me to adopt. 
v "I desire to deal With this mat¬ 
ter in the frankest manner possible. 

I have every confidence in the wis¬ 
dom of the choice to be made by the 
convention. 1 am certain the con¬ 
vention will act in the interests of 
the party. Whatever decision is 
reached will be acceptable to me. I 
ar£ here as leader only to seek to 
relieve the Province from one of the 
worst Governments it has had since 
Confederation. The party which 
succeeds the present administration 
will have a tremendous task in bring¬ 
ing the Province back to a satisfac¬ 
tory condition. If the convention de¬ 
cides that some other person shall 
be leader I can be depended upon to 
do everything in my power to assist 
that leader in installing a Conserva¬ 
tive Government in power.” 

Convention Plans. 

Mr. Bowser explained that the date 

_ of the convention has not been final- 

until ly decided on because of the uncer¬ 
tainty as to when the Federal Par- 
the llament at Ottawa will rise. He said 
the convention is planned to organize 
both Provincial and Federal branches 
of the Conservative organization into 
one organization under the name of 
Liberal-Conservative. There will >e 
577 delegates from every part of the 
Province. Each riding will send ten 
delegates for each Provincial mem¬ 
ber. Victoria will have 40 dele¬ 
gates for its Provincial representa¬ 
tion, and besides 13 other delegates 
Including Federal members, officials 
and others. Travelling expenses will 
be pooled and this will mean a larger 
and more representative attendance.

Back to Provincial 
Convention 

Says Oliver Might Spring an 
Election on Party Left 
Without Leader

cil was finally passing the estimates 
and taxation by-laws. 

Councillor McWilliam urged that 
more

He made this announcement last 
night at a meeting of Ward Three 
Conservatives, in reply to the resolu¬ 
tion passed last week by the Kam¬ 
loops Conservative Association call¬ 
ing on him to relinquish the leader¬ 
ship at least sixty days before the 
Provincial Conservative convention in 
the Summer.

Mr. Bowser explains that the 
leadership of the party is a trust im¬ 
posed on him by the Provincial con¬ 
vention of the party at Vancouver In 
1919 when he - was the unanimous 
choice and that he can resign that 
trust only by handing it back to a 
similar convention of Conservatives. 

Reads Letter Explaining Stand. 

The reply of Mr. Bowser was dated 
April 20 and addressed to A s E. 

Meighen, secretary of the Conserva¬ 
tive Association of Kamloops. It was 
as follows: 

"Dear Mr.'Meighen,—I am in re¬ 
ceipt of your letter of the. 13th inst., 
enclosing copy of resolution passed 
by the Kamloops Conservative Asso¬ 
ciation, in which they express the 
opinion that I should resign the 
leadership of our party sixty days 
before, the proposed convention. 

"As you know I was chosen leader 
In 1919 at a very large and represen¬ 
tative convention from the whole 
Province, and have been carrying on 
ever since to the best of my ability, 
and when a suggestion such as this 
comes from a section of the party 
only I must consider what my duty 
Is to the party as a whole, and I am 
strongly of the opinion, in which 
many of my friends agree, that I 
must undertake and carry out all the 
responsibilities -of that office 
the convention »is held. 

“When the convention meets 
joint committee appointed from the 
National Liberal-Conservative party 
and the Conservative party will pre¬ 
sent a report which. If adopted, 
means that the above two parties will 
disappear and a new party, to be 
known as the Liberal-Conservative 
party, will take the place of the other 
two. When this happens my term as 
leader automatically comes tq an end, 
and I simply go back on to the floor 
as an ordinary delegate to the con¬ 
vention. which will at once choose a 
leader for the new party, and I may 
or may not allow my name to be 
brought forward for that position.

“Before the date of the convention tee
